PRISONERS IN COUNTY JAIL 
LEAVE IN EARLY MORNING 


Unlock Door to Cells and Make Escape Through 


Opening Made In Bars With Saw and Pole

The man who took 
time by the forelock and has an account at 
the Security State Bank is the man whose 
present is safe.

W ise county jail here made th eir es 
cape early Friday morning. 
The 
wholesale delivery was affected by 
the men sawing in two one of the 
bars on a window on the north side 
of the jail room, and then, after one 
of the prisoners had crawled th ru 
this opening, it was found th at the 
“ heavyw eight” of the gang could not 
get th ru the hole, and the man on 
the outside secured a heavy pole and 
broke off another bar. 
Manus, who 
weighs in the neighborhood of two 
hundred and thirty pounds, was then 
able to crawl out. 
Two other pris­ 
oners rem ained in their cells, one re 
fusing to go, and the other, who was 
locked in a cell on the upper floor, 
was not invited to take part in the 
get-away. 
Bill Carson, who left with 
the gang, returned to the jail after 
he had taken breakfast at a near-by 
house. 
He stated that one of the 
men ran his arm thru an opening In 
the bars of the m ain door on the cell 
floor and, w ith the aid of a spoon, 
pried open the box containing the 
keys to the door. 
A fter securing the 
keys the doors were opened and the 
prisoners were lei into the ru n ­ 
around. 
One of the prisoners had a 
small steel saw, stated Carson, and 
with this a bar was sawed. 
At the time of the delivery Sheriff 
Malone was not in the city. 
Those who escaped were: 
Bill Carson, charged with abduc­ 
tion; 
returned to jail after taking 


the jail, 
captured 
Sam Turner, burglary; 
in F ort W orth. 
Oal Long, burglary and theft; sen­ 
tenced to four years in prison; 
a f­ 
ter staying in haystack for thirty-six 
hours, east of town, went to a farm 
house and ’phone the sheriff's de­ 
partm ent to come out and get him. 
Jesus Pocheco, charged with m u r­ 
der; 
recently captured by Deputy 
Sheriff Sid Yale in Kansas; 
no 
trace. 
Jesse Manus, escaped from O kla­ 
homa penitentiary; 
being held for 
Oklahoma authorities; 
no trace. 
The man Turner, being held on 
charges of robbing ihe Morris store 
in Rhome, after m aking his escape 
from the jail here went to Rhome 
and 
burglarized 
the M orris store 
again. 
He also burglarized the Bobo 
store in that town. T urner went into 
Fort W orth, and as he approached 
the home of one ot the women who 
was arrested with him following the 
first burglary in Rhome, F ort W orth 
officers nabbed him. 
It is said th at the Mexican, after 
crawling thru the hole, left the jail 
on a run, bidding the other men 
“adios” as he leaped the back fence 
of the jail. 
This jail break was the most suc­ 
cessful and spectacular th at has been 
staged in D ecatur for many years. 
The returned prisoners deny there 
was any assistance given them from 
the outside.

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It may be needless to recall a t­ 
tention to home-living and diversifi­ 
cation this year. 
Farm ers them ­ 
selves, the most intim ately concern­ 
ed, are reasonably expected to hold 
in mind the question of individual 
prosperity— a fact sometimes over­ 
looked by self-constituted advisors 
No small am ount ot persuasion, how­ 
ever, will uproot tie routine of tra ­ 
ditionally established farm ing. Only 
prolonged agitation will bring the is­ 
sue to the fore. 
Cotton growing it the established 
routine in this vicinity— has been 
since a tim e shortly following the 
early settlem ent of the country; and 
has been the main dash dependence 
since. 
All the ways of farm ing have 
been adapted to cotton growing, as 
has been business and commerce. 
The possessed tools and m achinery 
of the farm er have been adapted to 
cotton raising; 
th e lay-out of the 
fields 
has 
been 
adjusted 
to 
it3 
grow th; 
grooves w rought deep in 
the farm er brain by the slow incision 
of decades of the cotton- growing 
grind are all but incurable effects 
of the system . 
But now plain economic urgency 
dictates an off-shoox from the policy. 
From the very Incipiency farm ers, in 
relation to specialized cotton grow­ 
ing, have disobeyer a divinely Im­ 
posed responsibility. 
In the begin­ 
ning prophetic fooa producers were 
given dom inion over the beasts of 
the field, the fowls of the air, over 
everything that creeps, walks, and 
grows. 
A ltogether too big-hearted 
is ..providence, 
have 
thought 
the 
southern cotton growers; 
more is 
com m itted to our care than is need­ 
ful for our wants. 
So sidestepping 
the divine injunction the full panoply 
of potential food providing things 
have been om itted— with the excep­ 
tion— the cotton plant. 
That was se­ 
lected and exceptional solicitude bent 
upon it. 
The plan was to nuture it, 
to pam per it, to build the structure 
of the south upon its promises. 
The fru it of violation of the bibl- 
cal law has come; 
cotton has top­ 
pled over; 
not from any inherent 
weakness of its own, but on account 
of insective enemies th at have sought 
it out and preyed upon it, because 
boost 
properties 
requisite for it* 
flourishing have been farm ed out of 
the soil, because w ar has demolished 
its foreign m arket. 
And so certain influences are at 
work to establish a new order; 
are 
trying to build a new foundation of 
dissim ilar m aterials. 
The first of 
these is the farm er's own exigency 
By this the farm er has been plumbed 
to his depths, has been made to feel 
and brought to think. 
His interest 
is directing Into new channels; 
w it­ 
ness the newly aroused curiosity con­ 
cerning chicken 
raising, 
dairying, 
stock keeping— anything to lead out 
of the slough of despond onto higs 
ground. 
Catching the farm er In so recep­ 
tive a mind and thinking he m ar 
come out of the quagm ire thru the 
course of chickens, hogs, cows, etc., 
the F ort W orth & Denver Railway 
Company has organized a traveling 
school for teaching the a rt of poultry 


keeping, in which the state ag ricu l­ 
tural college is co-operating, recently 
giving a dem onstration in D ecatur 
and is now pursuing its course in 
West Texas. 
It has been organized 
at considerable expense, but thous­ 
ands of people who thought they 
were already inform ed have been 
taught 
unimagined 
quantities 
of 
knowledge about m aintaing poultry 
in a business-like and profitable way. 
A great many farm people do un­ 
derstand a great deal about keeping 
chickens. 
Some college professors 
could appeal to them and be rew ard­ 
ed with useful inform ation. 
But the 
issue is this: 
thai farm folks are 
not moved to capitalize w hat they 
know, and for certain purile reasons 
Now comes along a great corpora­ 
tion with acute money-making in­ 
stinct developed and supplies the 
lacking reasons— which are im petus 
and dignity. 
Im parting dignity to 
potential 
possibilities 
of 
farm ing 
along their lines is not a new game 
for railroads to play, but when they 
plight their faith and point the di­ 
rection, indicated industries spring 
to new life. 
Any m atter hitherto re ­ 
garded as small and insignificant 
seems more w orth w hile when a ra il­ 
road gets behind and pushes. 
But they cap a sure fight in an 
all-cotton growing com m unity like 
this has been. 
Personal experience 
dictates that conjecture. 
There is 
a type of farm er who will stand high 
and shout his trium phs in growing a 
bale of cotton, bu* given a coop ot 
chickens and a bucket of eggs to 
m aiket he will sneak in at the back 
door of some grocery store em bar­ 
rassed and ashamed and trying to 
hide his act. 
It is false pride and 
economical killing of prosperity or 
any farm ; 
it am ounts to flouting 
little 
things th at 
In 
com bination 
make a big impact on the credit page 
of the ledger. 
Cotton from hence 
will not let a man shout his glory 
more than once or ;wice in a single 
year; 
whereas a thrifty bunch of 
chickens of the size assigned by th3 
railroad policy to each farm — a hu n ­ 
dred and twenty-five hens— will keep 
him 
coming 
regularly 
to 
m arket 
thruout all the year; 
for which rea 
son he had as well straighten up a n i 
go in a t the front door of the gro­ 
cery on his toes bearing proudly tho 
new symbols of farm prosperity, eggs 
and chickens, in each hand. 
Our Yankee progenitors have nev­ 
er thought it beneath their dignity 
to peddle shoe strings and mouse­ 
traps or anything else by way of 
achieving economical support, and 
that is the reason, or it is based on 
the practicable operations of th at 
spirit, th at the Yankees today ara 
the financial autocrats of the en­ 
tire south. 
It is to be hoped we are in the 
convalescent stage. 
It Is a severe 
ailm ent of the mind to be perm anent­ 
ly hoodwinked th at life exists in 
term s of bales of cotton only, and 
that alledgely m inor things exist fa r 
beneath the notice. 
We southerners 
have soared far on the effluence of 
pride, 
farth er th an 
it 
m ight be 
thought we could go, but our eco­ 
nomical machine is punctured; there 
has been an explosion followed by a 
loud report and we are down on the 
rim ; 
from whence It is not far to 
the hub and to hopeless fixture in 
the mud.

Dear Friend T errell: 
The su­ 
perintendent of the fish hatchery at 
Dallas was recently called to rescue 
some fish from an old gravel pit 
which was to be drained of the w at­ 
er th at had filled It from an over­ 
flow of the river last year. 
Quite a num ber of bass, crappie, 
bream, and channel eat fish were se­ 
cured, some of them large enough, 
alm ost, to jerk yon in the lake with 
your pole and line, if they should 
take your bait while you w ere n a p ­ 
ping. 
I have instructed the superintend­ 
ent to reserve a liberal supply of 
these fish for the D ecatur lake, and 
he will hold them for fu rth er instruc­ 
tions. 
You will please fill out the 
enclosed application blank fo r these 
fish and return to the departm ent, 
and I will have them delivered to 
you when the lake m aterializes. 
I would suggest th ai the city coun­ 
cil pass an ordinance, m aking It un­ 
lawful to fish in this lake for a least 
two years, so th at the lake may be­ 
come well stocked, and at the end of 
two years, there should be a lim it on 
the num ber and size of fish allowed 
to be taken. 
If this is not done it 
will be only a short tim e until tha 
w ater of the lake will be practically 
depleted, and a second closed season 
with another planting of breeders 
will be required to bring it back to 
its form er condition. 
The ordinance suggested should 
also contain a provision m aking It 
unlawful to sell or buy fish taken 
from this lake. 
This is a conserva­ 
tion m easure, of course, and will in­ 
ure to the benefit of the many in­ 
stead of a few.

Vaccination Ignored 


Professor J. C. Thompson has just 
finished a course ia vocal music at 
Bethel and is now teaching at Pres- 
kitt with a good-sizod class. 


Of all the infectious and contag­ 
ious 
diseases, 
none has w rought 
greater havoc than sm all pox. 
Be­ 
fore the discovery of vaccination tb« 
death toll from sm all pox was in ex­ 
cess of all other infectious and con­ 
tagious diseases. 
Unlike many of 
the other preventable diseases, such 
as typhoid fever, tuberculosis, and 
plague, small pox is not influenced 
by sanitary conditions. 
It makes no 
distinction w ith regard to race, col 
or, nationality, or station in life. 
If 
takes its victims from all alike, a n i 
has num bered among them the rev. 
alty as well as the beggar. 
In 1694 the young and beautiful 
Queen Mary of England died of 
small pox. 
Lord Macaulay, in a la t­ 
er period in writing of her untimely 
death, said: 
“This disease, over 
which science has since achieved 
such a succession of glorious a n i 
beneficient victoriej th ru vaccina­ 
tion, was at the tim e of the death of 
the young queen, the m ost terrible 
disease of all the m inisters of death. 
The havoc of the plague has been 
far m ore rapid, but the plague has 
visited our shores only twice w ithing 
the living memory; 
the sm all pox 
was 
always 
present, 
filling 
the 
church yards with corpses, torm ent­ 
ing with constant fears all whom It 
had not yet stricken, leaving on 
those whose lives it spared the h id ­ 
eous traces of its power, turning the 
babe into a changeling at which the 
m other shuddered and m aking the 
eyes and cheeks of the betrothed 
m aiden objects of terro r to the lov­ 
er.” 
The loss of small pox before the 
discovery of vaccination was so great 
as to almost staggei the im agination. 
Dernowill estim ated th at 15,000,000 
died of small pox in tw enty-five years 
during the eighteenth century, and 
that 60,000,000 died of this disease 
during the nineteen..h century. 
The 
Spaniards introduced small pox into 
the western hemisphere, and Mexico, 
according to Catlin, out of the pop-

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—Texas must meet and overcome the pink 
boll worm, or go down in defeat before it! 


f 
—The state’s chief money crop is threaten- 
I ed by the advance of the pink boll worm, and 
| the whole structure of agriculture, commerce 
g and industry are at stake. 


—This pest made its first appearance in 
Texas in 1916 at Hearne. Since that time it 
has been found around Trinity Bay, in the 
Big Bend on the Rio Grande River, at El Paso 
and in the Pecos Valley. Recently it was 
found in Ellis and Grayson Counties. To 
twenty-four of our most important produc­ 
ing counties shipments of infested seeds 
from New Mexico have been made, and the 
situation, as regards the outlook in the fu­ 
ture of the cotton crop, not only in Texas, but 
the entire South, is serious unless strenuous 
measures are taken at once for the eradica­ 
tion of the pink boll worm 


—Government estimates state that two 
million bales of last year’s cotton crop, in 
Texas alone, were destroyed by the boll wee­ 
vil, and we know that the pink boll worm is 
far more to be feared than the weevil. 


—The spread of this pest must be stopped 
or Texas will suffer a calamity, which will not 
only affect the cotton farmers, but all other 
lines of business. The State Department of 
Agriculture recommends non-cotton zones, 
sterilized seeds, early planting, frequent cul­ 
tivation. The boll worm hibernates in old 
stalks, bolls, grasses, leaves and weeds, and 
these should be carefully burned. Oil gins, 
oil mills and seed warehouses should be 
cleaned and fumigated throughout. 


—This bank is here to help in any way 
within its power to assist in the elimination 
of the boll worm from Texas. The consistent, 
earnest effort of every citizen in the state is 
necessary if Texas is to save its cotton crop.

THE COTTAGE GARDENER. 


Ever since man has risen to a de 
gree of civilization requiring a de­ 
cent habitation, the science of gar­ 
dening has been important. 
A piece 
of lawn and some flowers in front, 
vines for the veranda and a patch 
of garden truck in the rear, are as 
essential to many people as a roof 
overhead; 
to such people, home is 
not home without them. 
Gardening for profit had its great­ 
est impetus during the war when ev­ 
ery householder who had a favor 
able opportunity, sought to reduce 
the cost of living and add to the food 
supply. The profit impulse has caus­ 
ed the movement to endure to a con­ 
siderable extent and wherever profit 
is not a consideration, pastime, or 
the idea of beautifying premises, 
have heen large factors in sustaining 
it. It is undoubtedly true that more 
people are now interested in garden­ 
ing than at any period in the history 
of the county, with the exception of 
the wartime peak. 
Neighborhood improvement socie­ 
ties and the “city beautiful" idea 
have transformed metropolitan sec­ 
tions, which formerly were anything 
Lilt attractive, into quite pleasing 
areas. 
Even in the crowded apart­ 
ment house districts, where there Is 
no available ground 
for gardens, 
flower and window boxes are becom 
ing more generally utilized in an ef 
fort to reduce the ugliness of archi 
tecture and appeal more favorably to 
the eye; 
in fact, the principal spread 
of both the indoor and outdoor gar 
dening movement has been in the 
cities and their suburbs. 
From a beginning which was pure­ 
ly esthetic, the window box has ad­ 
vanced to a position of utility. 
Un­ 
til recent years no one thought of 
planting seeds for vegetable gardens 
before springtime had rendered the 
soil ready for them; 
window boxes, 
pots, etc., were used for growing 
flowers or foliage plants indoors. But 
today, thousands of people are find­ 
ing the window box and other indoor 
facilities very interesting and val­ 
uable for the purposes of having veg­ 
etable plants advanced before the ar­ 
rival of outdoor planting time. 
It 
has proven a profitable and agree­ 
able pastime for men, women and 
children.

lation of 50,000 small pox killed 18,- 
000 or thirty-six per cent of the to­ 
tal population. Practically the same 
conditions have prevailed in all the 
countries of the world at different 
periods. Such is the history of small 
pox before the discovery of vaccina­ 
tion by Dr. Jenner in 1798, and it is 
the history since that time where 
small pox has been epidemic and vac­ 
cination has not been practiced. 
The prevention ot small pox de­ 
pends upon vaccination. It does pre­ 
vent! 
Vaccination has stood the test 
of time and science and has been the 
means of preventing millions of un­ 
timely deaths. 
It is the only preventative agent 
against small pox. The value of vac­ 
cination is known and accepted by 
the scientific medical world, and the 
right to vaccinate against small pox 
has been recognized by the supreme 
court of the United States as in the 
case of Henning Jacobson vs. the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts, on 
April I, 1905, from which the fol­ 
lowing is quoted: 
“The liberty se­ 
cured by the constitution of the Un­ 
ited States does not impart an ab­ 
solute right in each person to be at 
all times, and in all circumstances, 
wholly free from restraint. Real lib­ 
erty for all could not exist under the 
operation of a principle which recog­ 
nizes the right of each individual 
person to use his own whether in re­ 
spect to his person or his property, 
regardless to the injury that might 
be done to others.'1 
The unvaccinated person is not 
only in danger of contracting small 
pox himself, but is also a constant 
potential menace to the health of 
other 
unvaccinated 
persons 
with 
whom he is associated. 
The discovery of vaccination by 
Dr. Jenner exemplified the truth of 
the old adage: 
“Peace hath its vic­ 
tories, no less renowned than those 
of war." 
In appreciation of his vic­ 
tory over small pox by the discovery 
of vaccination, the English parlia­ 
ment voted Dr. Jenner $150,000.00, 
while from other sources he received 
eight medals and twenty-eight di­ 
plomas. 
Thomas Jefferson In 1806, in w rit­ 
ing of Dr. Jenner, said: 
“Future 
nations will know by history only 
that the loathsome disease—small 
pox—has ever existed, and by you 
been extirpated." Unfortunately, the 
people have not benefitted by the 
discovery as they could, and as 
Thomas 
Jefferson 
thought 
they 
would. 
The manufacture of small 
pox vaccine is under the direct su 
pervision of the United States Public 
Health Service, and the fact that in 
the past few years the United States 
authorities have vaccinated 3,515, 
OOO persons without a single death 
or serious complication is sufficient 
evidence of the safety of the prope 
vaccination. 
We have eight cases of small pox 
now in Wise county and will contin 
ue to have it until it is eliminated 
by vaccination. 
It is a duty parents 
owe their children to protect their 
health in every possible manner 
Children should be vaccinated to pro­ 
tect their own health. 
They should 
also be vaccinated in order that they 
may not be the source of conveying 
the infection to others.

Within the past two weeks I 
have been swamped with inquiries 
as to the best methyl of preparing 
hot beds for early plants, and all the 
frills pertaining thereto. 
Inasmuch

the answer to said questions would 
be of untold value to the public at 
large and knowing that your great 
religious weekly is the key to more 
than a million and a quarter homes, 
have taken the liberty of asking 
space in its columns to carry my mes­ 
sage to a Iong-suffeeing world. 
Last year I tried the hot bed pro­ 
cess, but ll wk* hot a howling suc­ 
cess. My plants all had to wear hea­ 
vy wollen underclothes all summer 
and they became somewhat discour­ 
aged.

EXPERIENCES OF A 
PIONEER OF TEXAS 


W. J. Stokes was born in Green 
county, Missouri in 1852. 
HisJFath- 
er, Dave Stokes, moved to Denton 
county, Texas, in the fall of 1863. 
Dave Stokes w ent to the Civil w ar 
in 1863 and came back in the sum ­ 
m er of 1866. 
In 1867 he sold his 
plate and w ent to Hopkins county, 
twenty-five miles east of Black Jack 
Grove, now Cumby. 
The Stokes fam ­ 
ily rem ained kere one year and mov­ 
ed back to Denton county in 1868. 
In 1889 they moved to Wise coun­ 
ty. 
The Indians would come in on 
m oonlight nights and steal children 
and horses and kill and scalp m en 
and women. 
They killed and scalp­ 
ed Mr. W. J. Stokes’ brother-in-law . 
Logan Higgins. 
They killed ana 
scalped nearly all of the John Babb 
family and the H uff family in W ise 
county. In the Rock House F ight o r 
Willow Creek, Jack County, his fa th ­ 
er-in-law, W esley Higgins, Bart A rm ­ 
strong and Jim Owens whipped th ir­ 
ty Indians and killed seven. 
Mr. 
Stokes’ wife, then Sarah Higgins, 
stood behind her father while they 
were fighting. 
This was some tim e 
in the latter ’60s. 
The last tim e he 
followed the Indians was in the 
spring of 1872, when they stole six 
of his hora©* and six from Simon 
Nichols. 
Mr. Stokes married Sarah Higgins 
August 4, 1872, ten miles south of 
Decatur. 
’Squire Leonard was th^ 
man who tied the knot fifty years 
ago next August.— Contributed.
